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SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB VIDHAN SABHA 
DURING ITS BUDGET SESSION, 1964 


l. BILLS ORIGINATING IN THE VIDHAN SABHA 


1. ThePunjab Urban Estates (Development and Regulation) Bill, 1963 
(Introduced on 9th September, 1963 ; passed on 10th A pril, 1964) 


This Bill re-enacts and modifies the law in relation to the development 
and regulation of Urban Estates in the Punjab. With a view to checking un- 
planned and haphazard growth in various growing towns of the State, it provides 
for the regulated development of buildings in such Estates which are going to be 
established on the lands belonging to or acquired by Government. 


à 2. The Punjab Professions, Trades, Callings and Employments Taxation 
(Amendment) Bill, 1964. (Introduced on 18th February, 
1964 ; passed on 6th April, 1964).

3. The Punjab Appropriation Bill, 1964 (Introduced on 2nd March, 
1964 ; passed on 2nd March, 1964). 


This Bill provides for the Appropriation from and out of the consolidated 
Fund of the State of Punjab of sums required to meet the Supplementary Grants 
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made by the Vidhan Sabha and expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund 
ofthe State for the financial year 1963-64. f 


4. The East Punjab Molasses (Control) Amendment Bill, 1964 (Intro- 
duced on 5th March, 1964 ; passed on 6th April, 1964). 


This Bill amends the principal Act so as to provide for measures for secur- = 
ing proper storage and supply of molasses to the distilleries and industries and F. 
timely supply of alcohol for potable and industrial purposes. It also vests powers | 
in the Controller to punish contraventions of the Act. 


5. The Punjab Village Common Lands (Regulation) Amendment Bill,1964 
(Introduced on 9th March, 1964 ; passed on 10th April, 1964). 


This Bill amends the principal Act so as to make various provisions which 
have been found from experience to be necessary for the effective administration 
ofthe Act. 


6. The Punjab Gram Panchayat (Amendment) Bill, 1964. (Introduced " 
on 9th March, 1964 ; passed on 10th April, 1964). 


This Bill amends the principal Act so as to extend the term of office of the 
Sarpanch and Panches of a Gram Panchayat from 3 to 5 years and provides for 
the punishment of a Sarpanch evading to hand over the charge to his successor. 
It empowers the Deputy Commissioner to order suspznsion of a Panch or Sarpanch 
and makes provision for holding general elections to all Panchayats at a time and 
immediately after that to all Panchayat Samtitis. 


7. The Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads (Amendment {E 
Bill, 1964. (Introduced on 9th March, 1964 ; passed on 10th 
April, 1964). 
This Bill amends the principal Act so as to extend the term of office of mem- 
bers of Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads from 3 yers to 5 years and also 
removes certain other lacunae.

8. The Punjab Ancient and Historical Monuments and Archaeological 
Sites and Remains Bill, 1964. (Introduced on 10th March, 
1964 ; passed on 3rd April, 1964). 


This Bill provides for the preservation of ancient and historical monuments 
and archaeological sites and remains other than those of national importance 
for the regulation of archaeological excavations and for the protection of sculp- 
tures, carvings and other like objects.

OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER (SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA) 
ON THE 26TH FEBRUARY, 1964 REGARDING REPEATED INTERRUP- 
TIONS OF THE PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOUSE 


I am very sorry to say that what has been happening in this House for the 
last two or three days has notenhanced the prestige and dignity of the House 
and, in fact, I feel quite ashamed to witness all this. It is possible that the role of the 
opposition may be a bit more in this affiair but I do not agree with Sardar Ajmer 
Singh when he says that only the Opposition is responsible for all this and 
nothing is being done from his side of the House. I do not refuse to admit that the 
Opposition is a bit ahead of the Government Benches in this matter but I also know 
it quite well although I have not expressed it here that there are certain Members 
on this side also (Government Benches) who have decided as a matter of policy 
to go on disrupting the proceedings of the House because, they think, it will not 
only reflect upon the Members but it will also be a matter of shame for the Chair 
for being not able to control the House. I do not want to take any such step as 
would create unpleasantness in the House. It is quite easy to expel Member or two 
from the House but it is quite difficuli to conduct the proceedings of the House 
in a cordial atmosphere. 


I have all along been of this view that instead of using harsh words and 
taking strong steps it would be better for the Chair to control the House by dealing 
with the Members affectionately and by mutual understanding. I know it fully and 
Sardar Ajmer Singh might also be knowing it as to what sort of 
things are being talked about in the Lounge. Not only about 
the Members but even against fthe Chair all sorts of objectionable things 
are being said. As this House is notthe forum to discuss this 
sort of things I will talk to you about it outside the House. It takes two to make a 
quarrel and it never is a one-sided affair I, therefore, hold both sides of the House 
responsible for this and if there is any difference between the Opposition and the 


Government Benches in this context then it is very minor to a degree of 19-20. There . 


are certain Members in this House who want to surpass each other to show their 
loyalty to some one. How can the proceedings of this House be conducted peace- 
fully when such an attitude has been adopted by some Members. Points of Orders 
are also raised from both sides of the House and it cannot be 
said that only one side does so. I would, therefore, request both 
sides of the House that it would be proper on their part that while 
expressing their views on the floor of the House they do not use 
such words as would hurt the feelings of others. I have decided that so long as 
I am in this Chair I will not bow to the pressure or coercion of anyone, however

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| P strong and powerful he may be and I will conduct the proceedings of this House 
| | impartially (Cheers). If someone, whether he belongs to this side or that side of the ` 
House, thinks that by creating noisy scenes, hooliganism and by bringing forward 
i some Motion a gainst me I can be cowed down and distracted from my right path 
then he is utterly in the wrong. So long as I am in this Chair it will never happen 
| (Cheers). So long as I occupy this Chair I will conduct the proceeding of this House 
» without any fear and favour. I have called the meeting of all the Group Leaders

Friends, T am happy to inform the House that the period of suspense for 
every one of us is over now. I have decided to submit my resignation from this 
exalted office. But before I submit the resignation I would say a few words 


i of thanks to the hon. Members of the House who have shown me indulgence on 
more than one occasion. 


Iam happy today because by resigning the office of this House I am helping 
to establish a tradition, yet more firmly, that the paramount characterstic of the 
i office of the Speaker is impartiality. Not only must he be impartial, his impartiality 
must be acknowledged beyond doubt. Doubts have been expressed, and í hasten 
| to add unjustly, about my impartiality. Even charges of partiality were made 
i 


against me in the resolutions which sought my removal. Though they are withdrawn 
| they have left behind them a trail which 1t is not easy to obliterate. That was an 
| e unkind cut because from the very day that I occupied this august Chair, I fore- 
el -9 swore all political bias and discharged the most onerous duty of keeping the balance 
AE between the contending political parties and groups. Not only that but I was often 
i complimented by even those who have now chosen to describe me as a partisan 

| Speaker. 


I have discharged my duties, unpleasant though at times they seemed, con- 
x scientiously. And I am proud to be able to say today that my prolonged trial of 


i two years brought its own rewards, namely that all sections of this House, - 

| y 
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including the party that put me in this Chair, regarded me as a successful Speaker. 
Would it surprise you to kncw that this House has been regardcd as the most orderly 
in the country. Walk-outs were rare and the naming of members non-existent, 
the dignity of its proceedings and the decorum of its behaviour exemplary. 


I am, however, unhapply that the opportunity that this House had given to 
me to further the cause of democracy by presiding over its deliberations, I am from 
now on denying it to myself voluntarily. Remaining as the Speaker now would

In other words, because of their failure to cite any precedent I presume that 
there is no precedent. I might add that I have not myself been able to find any 
precedent in India where a Speaker's ruling may have been expunged. In our de- 
mocracy it is essential that proper deference is given to the rulings of the Speaker 
because otherwise if the Speaker's ruling were to be left at the mercy of the vote 
of the House, democracy would be a farce because the Speaker would constantly 
be at the mercy of the majority party. When a no-confidence motion was moved 


against the Speaker of the. Lok Sabha in 1954 our Prime Minister observed as 
follows :— 


* We are concerned with out honour ; we are concerned with tbe honour 

of our Parliament ; we are concerned with the honour of the person 

= who holds up the dignity and prestige of this Parliament, I do not 

say that itis not possible at all to raise a motion aginst the Speaker. 

Of course, the Constitution has provided it. Nobody challenges 

the right of the Opposition or any Member of the House to put 

forward this motion. J do not deny that right since it has been given 

by the Constitution. The point is not the legal right but the pros 
priety, the desirabibty of doing it. 


Our constitution as the Prime Minister has said and as I have also said here gives 
to the Members a redress against the Speaker and thet is by moving a resolution for 
his removal. That resolution was, as you know. admitted but it was later withdrawn. 
That was the proper parliamentary method for discussing the conduct of the Speaker. 
These motions to my mind are oblique ways of doing the same thing. If, however, 
these motions are intended for a different purpose then I would deal with them 
differently. But the motions in the form in which they have been given are not 
admissible and I, therefore, rule them out of order. (“Cheers from the Opposition 
Benches).Í disallow the motions given notice of by Sardar Gurnam Singh and others 
subsequently, because I have not admitted the other motions. 


RULING GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER (SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA) ON 


18TH FEBRUARY, 1964, ON A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE REGARDING 
THE FILING OF AN AFFIDAVIT BY SARDAR PARTAP SINGH 
KAIRON BEFORE THE DAS COMMISSION 


There is a lot of weight in what Sardar Ajmer Singh has said and ifthe matter 
had been left to the extent that Sardar Partap Singh Kairon had filed an affidavit 
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accusing me of party manoeuvring, the position would havebeen quite different, 

One could have thought that the legal exigencies demanded such an attitude. But 
I may state for the information of Sardar Ajmer Singh and many of the other friends 
in this House that not only an affidavit has been filed by Sardar Partap Singh Kairon, 
but eight affidavits have been procured from my district alleging that 1 had resorted 


to such action in order to hide my sins of omission and commission. (Voices : 
Shame, Shame). 


Supposing for a minute that T am a robber, a thief or a scoundrel, how does 
it help Sardar Partap Singh Kairon in his defence ? Is that the defence that because 
T am a bad man, he is a good man. I do not think if there was any occasion for 
bringing me in. The hon. Members will agree with me as to how can I function on 
this Chair properly if certain hon. Members of this House at the instance of the 


Chief Minister level SAIS that I am doing anything maliciously. (Voices: Shame, 
Shame). 


I am not very clear on the issue whether or not this can be admitted as a 
privilege motion but there is absoultely no doubt that a reflection has been cast 
on the Chair. Supposing a J udge is trying a case and inside the Court room you 
say nothing against the conduct of that Judge but outside you say that the Judge 
is in league with one of the parties appearing before him in that case, does it not 
impair the impartiality of that Judge. There is the May’s Parliamentary Practice 
and I have also taken advice of the highest authority in the country and outside on 
this point. The affidavits of the kind that have been filed before the Das Commission 
leaving apart the question whether technically a motion can or cannot be admitted 
do certainly cast a reflection on the Chair, and it should have been avoided, more 


so by the Leader of the House. 


Ordinarily, when a high functionary of the State is involved in any such 
matter, it is the Government that defends him. I remember an instance when some- 


thing was written against Master Gurbanta Singh. The Government took up the 


cudgels and filed a case against the printers. But it is my misfortune that I have to 
defend against the person who is the Chief Minister of the State. To whom canT 
go for defence when the Chief Minister says that am the leader of a group 
and taking sides etc. When I was notthe Speaker, I had been taking part in 
active politics. But I swear before man and God that after occupying this Chair 
of Speaker, 1 did not do anything which can impute the motive that T take sides. 
I am prepared to face an enquiry by a Judge of the High Court and if it is found 
even by remotest implication directly or indirectly that I was instrumental in levelling 
charges, I shall be prepared to vacate the Chair. But if per chance some people 
attach something as annexure -to their charge-sheet how can I be blamed. I have 
been assuring the Chief Minister and J assure him now as well as this House 
that after occupying this Chair I had been absolutely impartial.

A very large number of notices of motions to raise question of Privilege 
against the leader of this House and two Hon. Members have been received from 
different Members belonging to Government and Opposition Benches on the ground 
that they have in their affidavits filed before Shri S.R. Das Commission appointed 
to enquire into certain allegations against Sardar Partap Singh Kairon. Chief Minister, 
made Statements alleging that I am the Leader of the Group to which Comrade 
Ram Piara who is his most vocal and bitter enemy belongs. It is most unfortunate 
that the subject-matter of these motions should relate, on the one band to the Spea- 
ker and on the other hand to the leader /functionaries—both of which are necessary 
for the conduct of business of this House. I have been described as the Leader of 
the Group which is hostile to the Chief Minister. This is a serious charge against 
me and there is only one way known to the procedure of a democratic House such 
as ours in which action may be taken. I am not aware of any other way direct or 
indirect in which a person elected by the consent of the House as Speaker can be 
attacked, so long as he occupies the high position entrusted to him. 


While I am reluctant to give my consent to the raising of these questions, 
not because I hold that they do not involve to an extent matters of privilege, but 
because the parties involved are of so pre-eminent a character in the organisation 
of this House that the involvement of either of them would lead to baneful conse- 
quences of a far reaching effect. Besides I do not want to do anything in relation 
to these because of personal reasons. I would, however, offer to the Leader of the 


House to refer this matter to the Chief Justice of the Punj ab High Court and I would 
abide by his decision. (Cheers). 


I have been an active politician all my life and yet from the day that this 
House did me the honour of elevating me to this Chair, I foreswore all participation 
in politics. 1 became, as a matter of choice, and have steadfastly remained ever- 
since, ano party man, because I hold that prestige, dignity and traditions of this 
office transcend individuals however high they te, whether Speaker or the Leader 
of the House. It has been my sacred duty to preserve its prestige, dignity and tradi- 
tions and the moment I feel that I am no longer capable of doing so, 1 shall vacate 
the Chair(Cheers). This Chair is permanent among all of us impermanent beings. 


Before my election to this office I was a party man moved to action by party 
influences or my own political judgement. Whatever I did, 1 did in response to the 
dictates of my conscience, not because I was afraid of anyone nor because I was 
tempted to do so as a result of frustration es hes been alleged. If the charges agai- 
nst me related to the period before I became the Speaker, I would have had no grie- 
vance, but the charge laid as it is against me es the Speaker and I refuteitin the most 
vehment terms.I challenge anyone to prove it and if even a fraction of it is proved, 
1 will vacate this Chair in favour of anyone who may be worthy of it (Thumping). 


It has distressed me teyond words to find that certain outside individuals 
have been infiuenced to level similar charges agairst me in their zffidavits and these 
charges like thcse levelled against me by the Hon. Leader of this House are just 
as baseless. If I were free to do so untramelled Ly the limiteticrs inpcscd upcn me 
by this office, I coula answer tack, perhaps more effectively. But suffice it to sey 
now that democracy and its traditior s Instced of teaching us responsiblility rd an 
understanding of each other, Las taught us only recrimiraticns end intolerance. 
It is a sad day for us that even the Speaker who belongs to the entire House and who 


has, I make bold to say, done his duty honestly and conscientiovsly shculd have 
been thus involved in an unhappy controversy. 


em 


A notice being in order is one thing but before acceptance of such notices 
the Spsaker has to give thought and consideration to various other matters. As I 
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am persona lly concerned and very directly concerned, I believe it is exepected of 
me to exercise all possible restraint and control that is due from the Chair. There 
is another reason for this restraint and it is that although it is a matter of privilege, 
the allegation made vy the Chief Minister is also a matter under consideration before 
one of the highest Tribunals of the country constituted to look into and give a finding 
ona very serious matter affecting the State and its people. I havecometo the Poncius 
that whatever be the merits of the case and the truth or otherwise of the 
allegations it should be the Das Commission who should give a finding thereon and 
for the moment 1 must give up the job of having the Privilege Motions discussed 
in the Housealthough there is quitea good dealof justification (whatsoever) so far 
as tnis House is concerned. My point is that no order to enable the Das Commission 
to come to a free finding on the point on the relevancy of the allegation made against 
me and perhaps on its truth or otherwise, it is only just and fair that the motions 
should not be discussed in this House. However, I should not be taken to mean 
that so far as 1 am personally concerned, i undertake even the slightest doubt about 
the worth and merit of the allegations made against me not only in the affidavits 
of the Chief Minister but also through some other affidavits of other persons which 
were secured presumably in support of the allegations made by the Chief Minister 
buf carrying with them the unmistaka le imputation of misconduct against me. 
Many of these affidavits nave also been cyclostyled ana printed and what not and 
there is also, no doubt that the allegations made against me have a public character 
but I must inform the House that in the interests of the Das Commission of Inquiry, 
in the interests of this House and its functional integrity and adequacy and especially 
because I am personally involved, I do not relish the prospect and I have decided 
not to allow the notices.

POINTS OF ORDER AND DECISIONS THEREON 


Whether the Dass Commission could be considered a Court of Law or merely 
a Commission ? 


The Speaker observed that strictly speaking, Das Commission is not a court 
of law in the real sense of the word. But as it was explained in the meeting of the 
Business Advisory Committee the other day, prudence demands that there should 
be as little discussion on those proceedings as possible. This Commission has got 

certain civil rights and powers of the civil court. Icangive you a number of instances 
where a gentleman's agreement was reached not to discuss the proceedings of such 
Commissions as freely as other Questions. 


(During Supplementaries on Starred Question No. 4874 regarding printing

of Affidavits in book form filed before the Dass Commission, Sardar Lachhman 


Singh Gill raised the above point of order on 20th February, 1964, and hence Speaker's 
observation). 

2. Whether Government could be compelled to give a correct reply to questions, 
if members considered it otherwise? 

The speaker observed that Rules did not provide for him to interfere with 
the reply given by Government. He had no other alternative except to accept as 
correct whatever replies were given by Government. 

(A fairly large number of Supplementaries were asked on 21st February, 
1964, on Starred Question No. 4503 and the Members being unsatisfied with the 
replies raised a point of order as to whether the Speaker could not compel Government 
to give the correct reply. The Speaker made the above observation). 

Whether it was permissible for à Member to withdraw a Resolution without 
the leave of the House? 

It was held that leave of the House was not required when the resolution 
had not been moved. 
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[On 26th February, 1964 when the Members giving notices of resolutions 
regarding the removal of the Speaker, withdrew them. Chaudhri Hardwari Lal 
raised this point of order and the Speaker decided as above]. 


_ 4. Whether the House was entitled to information about the difference of 
opinion between a Minister and a Secretary to Government? 


The Speaker held that according to May's Parliamentary Practice (p.329), 
seeking of information about matters, which are in their nature Secret, such as 
decisions, or proceedings of the Cabinet or Cabinet decisions, advice given to the 
Crown by Law officers etc., is not permissible, i.e. it cannot be divulged in this House 


(On 2nd March, 1964, Comrade Ram Piara raised this point of order in 
connection with reply to Starred Question No. 4259 and the Speaker gave his deci- 
sion as above). 


5. Whether all Harijan Members are not equally entitled to be consulted by 
Government whenever something is done for the Harijans? 


The Speaker observed, “Tf what the Hon. Member has said, is right, then 
it is very unfortunate and is a reflection on the Government. Whenever you do 
something for the Community, all the Members of that Community, are SECH 
entitled to be consulted”. 


(On the 5th of March, 1964, Shri Hira Lal and Sardar Ajaib Singh Sandhu 
raised a point of order that no Harijan M.L.A. of the opposition parties was asked 
to give suggestions for making schemes for the benefit of the Harijan community. 
The Chair gave the above ruling.) 


6. Whether charges against a Minister, who fails to rebut es. should be 
considered as correct ? 


]t was held that if any allegations are levelled against an hon. Minister, it 
is for the Minister concerned to reply to that in the way he likes. 


(On the 31st of March, 1964, Shri Mangal Sein raised this point of order and 
the above ruling was given by the Chair).

All these Privilege Motions relate to the alleged wrong statements by one 
Minister or the other. Inthis connection I have looked up the decisions of the Lok 
Sabhaonthesubject and the decision of the Lok Sabha is that if it is 
alleged that any hon. Minister has made a wrong statement it does not form the 
basis of a Privilege Motion. There are other avenues open to the Member concern- 
ed. He cantable a Censure Motion. But if the hon. Member concerned wants 
it to be brought on record that the statement of the Minister is wrong, he can him- 
self make a statement which he thinks, is correct. This statement of the hon. Mem- 
ber as also the alleged wrong statement of the Minister will form part of the procee- 
dings. I am inclined to agree to this view. 


I am, however, keeping them pending and if any hon. Member is of the con- 
trary view, he may meet me in my Chamber and convince ms about their admis- 
sibility. | 


RULING GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 6TH OCTOBER, 1964, 
REGARDING SUBSTANTIVE MOTIONS SEEKING EXPULSION 
OF CERTAIN HON. MEMBERS OF THE SABHA | 


A number of substantive motions seeking to expel certain hon. Members of 
this august House were given notice of by Sarvshri Ajit Kumar, Jagan Nath, Ram 
Rattan, Gurm:l, Babu Dayal, Jagat Ram, Amar Singh, Fakiria, Ramdhari Gaur, 
Bhagirath Lal, Makhan Singh Tarsikka and Hardit Singh Bhathal, M.L.As. An 
appeal was made by the Leader of the House to the effect that these motions should 
be withdrawn. This appeal was supported by the leader of the Opposition. The 
im»ression left on my mind was that all the motions were withdrawn, but as a matter 
of abundant precaution I wanted the movers of these motions to withdraw th: m in 
writing. All of them have withdrawn except the one of which notice was given by 
Com. Makhan Singh Tarsikka and Com. Hardt Singh Bhathal. Therefore, I 
am called upon to decide about its admissibility. 


It is an undoubted privilege of this House to expel any of its m mbers if it 
feels that his conduct is unbeccming its dignity, in view of Article 194(3) of the 
Constitution of India whereby the Legislatures in India enjoy the same powers, 
privileges and ‘mmunities as the House of Commons of the U.K. at the commence- 
ment of the Constitution. d | 
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| The House is no doubt aware that this privilege was exercised by our Lok 
Sabha in 1951 in the well known Mudgal case.

In order to inform myself yet once again about my powers and duties with: 
regard to a substantive motion of the kind with which we are dealing now and which 
involves the exercise of a very valuable privilege by this House and to discharge the 
weighty responsibility which has developed on my shoulders as the custodian of the 
rights and orivileges of the House. T studied the relevant p-oceedings of the Lok 
Sabha and have obtained guidance from the valuable observations of the Hon. 
Speaker of the Lok Sabha in the said case. 


In the said case, as reported at nages 10265 and 10267 in the Parliamentary 
Debates, Vol. XT, No, 20, dated June 6, 1951, one of the points raised by an hon. 
Memb:r was whether the hon. Speaker before allowing the motion had taken any 
steps to satisfy himself if that was the only course that was open under the circums- 
tances and, secondly, whether he as the guardian of the privileges of the members 
of the House and their reputation, had thought that the matter had come to such a 
pitch and his conviction was «o great that there was no other alternative except to 
nlace the motion before the House. In reply to that the hon. Speaker made the 
following observations : 


“As the hon. Member has raised the point I may sav that I have applied 
my mind to the fullest nossible extent to all the details of the evi- 
dence, and it is my deliberate conclusion that there is undoubtedly 
a prima facie case for an enquiry Committee. That is my judge- 
ment.”” 


and further on also he observed : 


“As regards the question of safeguarding the reputation of a Member, 1 
quite agree that, if there is no prima facie case and the case rested 
merely on suspicion without evidence, then such a motion as that. 
should not be permitted by me.” 


In view of the above observations in the Mudgal case, and that is the only 
instance in the history of our Parliamentary institution in India where the privilege 
of expelling a member on account of misconduct was exercised, I am convinced that 
a duty is cast on me that T shonld come to a conclusion whether a prima facie: case 
was made out against the hon. Members who are sought to be expelled, before giving 
my consent tothe moving of the motion. 


The motion under consideration seeks the immediate expulsion of Sardar 
Partap Singh Kairon, the ex-Chief Minister and Shri Mohan Lal, the ex-Home 
Minister from this House, on the ground that :

**the findings of Das Commission has found (Shri Kairon and Pandit Mohan 
Lal) them guilty of perjury, breach of trust, . misappropriation of 
public money, fraudulent conversion of property, corruption in the’

and Home Minister and abuse of powers.”

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_ dmissibility ofthe motion. In reply Comrade Makhan Singh Tarsikka has men- 

ioned certain pages and chapters of the Das Commission Report, but did not send 
any extracts. I have carefully and closely scanned not only the portions of the 
report to which he has drawn my attention but the report as a whole in order to find 
out if any prima facie case was established against the Hon. Members vis-a-vis the 
allegations made against them in the motion.

But T have not been able to find any conclusion of the Commission in so far 


as Pandit Mohan Lal is concerned which may prima facie substantiate any of the

The motion is so worded that it is not possible to split it up. Taking itasa 
whole, and indeed it is one indivisible whole, making identical charges against two Y 
hon.

^ SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB VIDHAN SABHA 
DURING ITS BUDGET SESSION, 1965 


I. Bills originating in the Vidhan Sabha 


1. The Punjab Cattle Preservation Bill, 1964. (Introduced on 18th February, 
> 1964 ; deemed to have been passed on 1st May, 1965 under Rule 171-A 
< a of the Rules of Procedure). 


e This Bill provides for the preservation and improvement of cattle and for 
| regulating and rationalising the existing large-scale export of and trade and commerce 
in milch cattle in the State in such manner that the female foundation stock is 
saved.

The controversy was started, as you allknow, by a conflict between the Uttar 
Pradesh Vidhan Sabha and the Allahabad High Court and ultimately the decision 
ofthe U.P. Vidhan Sabha had been upheld bythe Allahabad High Court as valid 
and proper. What greater proof is required that the Legislatures should havethe 
power to punish persons who commits their contempt without thescrutiny of the 
Judiciary than the finding ofthe Allahabad High Court? The Legislatures demand 
only aright whichis available tothe High Courts andthe Supreme Court. The 
High Courts andthe Supreme Court, to my mind, havethe rightto punish persons 
guilty oftheir contempt . Ifa High Court orthe Supreme Court by committing 
a person for their contempt do not, in any way, comeinto conflict withthe funda- 
mentalrights ofthecitizens, how can Legislature come into conflict with the 
fundamental rights? Eacn Legislator, to my mind, is not only a citizen in his own 
right but also a represen tative of a large number of citizens. Therefore, it is 
not expected that he will, inany way, encroach upon the fundamental rights 


ofthecitizens.

SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB VIDHAN SABHA DURING 
| ITS AUTUMN SESSION, 1965. | 


I. Bills originating in the Vidhan Sabha 


(1) The Punjab Town Improvement (Amendment) Bill, 1965. (Introduced 
on 28th April, 1965 ; passed on 12th October, 1965.) | 


This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act so as to extend it to the territories 
of the erstwhile State of Pepsu and to repeal the Pepsu Town and Suburban Areas 
Development Act, 2008 BK, with certain savings. 


(2) The East Punjab War Awards (Amendment) Bill, 1965. (Introduced 
on 15th October, 1965, passed on 19th October, 1965.) 


This Bill amends the principal Act enabling the Government to award an 
annual Jagir of Rs 100 to .parents with an only son, serving or 
who has served the Armed Forces during the present emergency.- 


(3) The Punjab Appropriation (No. 3) Bill, 1965 (Introduced on 18th 
October, 1965; passed on 18th October, 1965). B 


This Bill provides for the authorisation of appropriation from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Punjab of moneys required to meet the expenditure 
on account of excesses over grants and appropriations for the financial year 1962-63. 


2 (4) The Punjab Appropriation (No. 4) Bill, 1965 (Introduced on 18th Octo- 
ber, 1965; passed on 18th October, 1965. 


! This Bill provides for the appropriation from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Punjab of sums required to meet the supplementary grants 
made by the Vidhan Sabha and expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of 
the State for the financial year 1965-66. 


— (5) The Punjab Motor Vehicles Taxation (Amendment) Bill, 1965 (Intro- 
duced on 20th October, 1965; passed on 26th October, 1965). 


This Bill amends the principal Act raising thereby the maximum limit of 
taxation on motor vehicles from Rs 2,750 to Rs, 4,200 per annum. 


(6) The Punjab General Sales Tax (Amendment) Bill, 1965. (Introduced 
on 2nd November, 1965; passed on 17th November, 1965).

This Bill provides for the extension of such medical facilities, as may be 
prescribed by rules made by the Government, to the Chairman, the Deputy 
Chairman, the Speaker, the Deputy Speaker, the Ministers, the Deputy Ministers 
and the Members of the State Legislature and for the members of their families. 


(9) The Northern India Canal and Drainage (Punjab Amendment) Bill, 1965

This Bill amends the principal Act in its application to the State of Punjab 
removing thereby certain lacunae revealed during the course of working of its 
various sections and simplifies the procedure pertaining to the construction, 
alteration , extension and alignment*of water-courses or the realignment of existing 
water-courses.

“This House condemns the unprovoked attack by Pakistan and wishes 
to reiterate the firm determination of the people of India not to be 
cowed down by force of arms and naked aggression and assures 
our valiant jawans that the Nation stands behind them and further 
appeal. to the people of the State to keep national interests above 
everything else, strengthen national solidarity, and be prepared for 

. every sacrifice for the cause of the Nation. The House also pays 
its heartfelt homage to the martyrs who have laid down their lives 
for their country against the Pakistani aggression”. 


The Resolution was discussed on the 14th and21st October, 1965 and remained 
before the House fos 410 minutes. Sixteen members from the Treasury Benches, 
nine members from the Opposition Benches and one Unattached member partici- 
pated in the debate for 183, 111 and 10 minutes respectively. 


The Chief Minister, the Minister for Home and Development, the Minister 
for Education, the Minister for Public Works and the Minister for Planning and ` 


Local Government who also participated in the debate spoke for 106 minutes. 
The resolution was put and carried.

ipn. moved the Resolution standing in the name of S. Shamsher Singh Dhandhari 
that— 


“This House recommends to the Government to draw the attention o f the 
Union Government to the general fezling among the people of the 
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State thatin view of the anti -Indian role of the British Government 


in the recent India-Pakistan conflict, India should quit the 
Commonwealth”. 


The amendments to the resolution given notice of by Sardar Gurnam Singh, 
M.L.A., were moved. 


The Resolution was discussed on the 5th and the 19th November, 1965 and 
remained before the House for 216 minutes. Six members from the Treasury 
Benches and six members from the Opposition Benches participated in the debate 
for 71 and 97 minutes respectively. The Minister for Transport and Elections and . 


Deputy Minister for Food and Supplies who also participated in the debate spoke 
for 48 minutes. | 


The discussion remained inconclusive.

OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 14TH OCTOBER:

I do appreciate the strong feelings of the hon. Members that replies to 
the questions do not come within a reasonable time. There are instances where 
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the replies have not been received inspite of reminders and in some cases the period 
has even exceeded one year. Keeping that in view I am constrained to lay down 
certain rules i.e. if reply to a question is not received within three months and 
then the Government does not inform me about the appropriate action having 
been taken in another one month, then I will refer the matter to the Privileges Com- 
mittee about that question. Similarly, I do expect that replics to Call Attention 
Notices should also come at the latest within one month. With these I 
hope the things will improve.

While I do appreciate the stand taken by the Transport and Election Minister 
I am sorry I do not agree with him that the Legislature or myself as Speaker 
should be so helpless as not to be in a postion to take any actio: if a reply is not 
received even within one year. Ido notthink that the Legislature should be reduced 
to such helplessness. Iam prepared to discuss with any hon. Member, with any 
hon. Minister as to the consequences ifthe valuable right of the hon. 
Members to get the replies within a reasonable time is not allowed. The point is 
that ifa Question is not replied to by the Government within a reasonable time 
and the Government is not prepared to take any action against the 
defaulting officer or the defaulting department what steps should be taken to 
improve the matters. Iam prepared to discuss the matters with Sardar Gurdial 
Singh Dhillon, with any hon. Member-whether this is a valuavble right of the 
Members to get replies within a reasonable time or not ? Ifitisa valuable right 
of the hon. Members and if proper consideration is not shown by the Government

In case of an alleged wrong reply, a procedure has already been laid down in a 
Directive issued by me. If you feel that a wrong reply has been given by the Gov- 
ernment, it may be brought to my notice in writing. I will send the same to the 
Minister concerned and the reply received from him together with the version given 
by the hon. Member will be placed on the Table of the House. 


OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 25TH OCTOBER, 
1965, REGARDING THE PROCEDURE ABOUT WRONG REPLIES TO 
QUESTIONS 


A -definite procedure regarding replies to Questions was evolved after 
informal discussion with the various group Leaders. It was enforced here on 
the pattern of the Lok Sabha procedure. In this connection regular directions 
were also circulated to the hon. Members. Ifany Member, who has given notice 
of a question or any other Member feels that the Government have sent a wrong 
reply thereto then he will write to me pointing out the error. His allegation and 
the representation will be forwarded to the Minister concerned. If the reply 

` from the Minister concerned is received then the reply together with the represen- 
tation from the hon. Member or in case the reply is not received then only the 
said representation from the Member will be placed on the Table of the House 
so that the House may have both the versions before it. ButIamnotto give a 
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judgement as to who is right and who is wrong. I cannot institute any enquiry 
in such a case. In case any hon. Member entertains any doubt in resepct of a 
Minister or the Government as.a whole then he can bring in a censure motion for 
that, for which there is a separate procedure but it cannot be conceded that 
whatever the hon. Member concerned says is correct and that thete cannot be 
any other version. 


OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER .ON THE 25TH OCTOBER, 
1965, REGARDING WRONG VOTING BY THE HON. MEMBERS IN 
= WRONG LOBBIES. 

At the time when all the hon. Members went to the different lobbies for 
casting their votes, the Ministers and the Chief Minister repaired to the wrong 
lobby. The Secretariat pointed this out to me and I enquired about the Speaker's 
powers in such a situation or the circumstances under which he can interfere. 
Then they brought the relevant rule to my notice. But before my announcing 
or even receiving the result of the division, the Chief Parliamentary Secretary 
who is also the Chief Whip rose to say that this mistake had been committed 
(Interruption). Thereafter, a number of Members from these (Treasury) benches 
rose and said that they had committed a mistake in going to the wrong lobby. 
I agree with this. Under the General Clauses Act, ‘singular’ includes ‘plural’ 
as ‘he’ includes ‘she’. It will apply if one or more hon. Members commit a mis- 
take. However, they have a right to make necessary correction only individually. 
As a number of hon. Members have exrpessed themselves that they have .com- 
mitted a mistake in going to the wrong lobby, my ruling, therefore, is that those 
who want to correct their voting, can ud the right lobby. e 


I would request the hon. Minister for Transport and Elections to clarify 
one point. If during the course of a Division, some door is open and does not 
remain closed, may I know its effect on the Division ? 

XX XX XX 

There is an allegation by some hon. Members that before the result of the 
Division was announced, the door on the right hand was open. It is. a contro- 
versial point. I have found that at one stage, when the Members belonging to 
the Opposition Benches were going out, the door was open. "Therefore, I will 
not announce the result of this Division. It will be done tomorrow. 


RULING GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 13TH OCTOBER, 1965, 
REGARDING REMEDIES FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF ACTS PASSED 
BY THE ASSEMBLY. 


After a bill is passed by the Assembly and it becomes an Act and there is 
some flaw in its implementation then its remedy does not lie with me. Its remedy 
lies with the courts. A decision to that effect is made by the courts. If there is 
a provision in the Act that a certain thing can be done by the Government then 
it can do so, but if it is not empowered, it cannot do so. If certain provisions 
of the Act have not been followed by the Government, a decision in that behalf 
will be taken by the courts and not by me. 


RULING GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 26TH OCTOBER, 1965, 
CORRECTING OF MISTAKE BY MEMBERS WHILE VOTING IN THE. 
LOBBIES. 


I gave my Ruling yesterday that a number of hon. Members committed a 
mistake in going to the wrong lobby, and allowed those Members to go to the 
correct Lobby and get their votes recorded and when it was in process, Sardar 
Gurnam Singh, who had once gone out as.a protest along with other Members 
of the Opposition Groups, came back and raised a point of Order that during 
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the Division process, the gates were opened. On this point of Order, I said 
yesterday that from my enquiries I found that the gates had been open. It may 
be a matter of controversy as to how did the gates open, but the fact is that the 
gates had been open during the process of the Division i.e., when the Division 
was going on. Yesterday also, I gave the background before I gave my Ruling 
on the issue that has been again raised today, and Sardar Gurnam Singh, in his 
attempt to introduce more facts, has stated one thing that the Secretary went to 
the Reporters’ table, and that myself and the Secretary were very anxious to save y | 
the Government. Whether they say so or not, but this expression is definitely 

an attempt to make insinuation. The fact is this that, as I said earlier yesterday, | 
when the hon. Minister who was piloting the Bill and the hon. Chief Minister | 
went to the left side, it was brought to my notice that perhaps they had gone to | 
the wrong lobby. I said, **It is not for me to tell them as to wnich lobby they 
should go. I have announced that those who are for the motion should go to 
the rigat and those against it should go to the left.” I said these words because 
as yet there are no lobbies as “Ayes” and “Noes” Lobbies as provided in the 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in the Punjab Legislative Assembly. 
According to the practice Members are sent to the right and to the left to mark 
their votes and T also followed the same practice when I said thax those who were 
for the motion should go to tne right and those who were against the motion 
should go to the left. | | 


So after that when it was brought to my notice that the Minister who piloted 
the Bill and the Chief Minister went to the left side and in anticipation that some 
objection might be rasiea from the right side or the left side of the House, I got the 
copy of the Rules of Procedure, went into the respective Rules when the Secretary 
came to me and. enquired as to what was the order which I gave i.e., who should 
go to the right and who should go to the left. It was at that stage that I told the | | 
secretary that I was specific about the order given that those who were for the 
motion should go to the right and those who were against it should go to the left 
and asked him, “You also get the report in writing from the Reporters." The 
Reporters had also recorded the same order, and this was brought to my notice 
in writing. It was in that context that the Secretary was sent to the Reporters’ 
table and it is surprising and disappointing also that if the Speaker and the Sec- 
retaiy or the Secretariat go into consultation, some meaning is sought to be given. 

The fact is that before the result was announced, Shri Ram Partap Garg, Chief 
Parliamentary Secretary got up and declared that they had committed a mistake 

in casting their votes. At this page, the Opposition members in their anxiety, one 

after another got up and raised Points of Order and Dr. Baldev Parkash, at one 

stage, during his point of Order, stated clearly, that * only one hon. Member ' 
had got up to say that they had committed a mistake etc. etc. In fact that wasa 
suggestion direct or indirect, to the Members on my right side and all of them 
Actually got up and declared that they had committed a mistake. Now once 
some hon, Members get up and say that theyhave committed a mistake and when 
the result of the Division is not yet announced, it is within my power to allow 
such Members who have committed their mistake to go in the correct lobby and 
record their vote or correct their mistake. It is clearly and specifically provided 
in clause (g) of Sub-Rule (4) of Rule 94 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct 
of Business in the Punjab Legislative Assembly. I followed this procedure and 
allowed the Members to correct their mistake.. Now after giving full considera- 
tion, I maintain: that the Ruling given by me yesterday was correct.” 


With regard to the other question that when the hon. Members had gone 
to express their votes, but the result of the Division has not been announced i.e., 
when the division was in progress, it was brought to my notice that gates were 
open. This is a fact that the gates were open and because the gates. were open, 
the result of that. division cannot be announced. Therefore the motion will be

The hon. Members may please listen. If they want to take up the whole ` 
time in discussing whether the Call Attention Notices or the Adjournment Motions 
should be admitted or not, then this would not be proper to waste time on such dis- 
cussions. Thisis not going to be permitted. If they feel that the whole 
position in this regard be reconsidered, then it would be desirable that this matter 
be discussed informally with the Group Leaders but not in the House. 
However, I do concede that there are certain matters of great 
urgency which require to be brought before the House. But even if Call 
Attention Notices concerning these matters are given and these zre admitted, we 
will have to fix some limit to the number of such notices. In the Lok Sabha, only 
one Call Attention Motion is admitted ina day. (Interruption). One Adjournment 
Motion or a Call Attention Motion is admitted in à Sitting. Nothing more 
than this is acmitted in the Lok Sabha. The Speaker has to cecide on receipt of: 
the Call Attention Notices, whatever be their number, as to which of them are to 
be admitted and which to be disallowed, which one is urgent and which one still 
more urgent. It is possible that the first Call Attention Motion may be of more 
urgent importance than the second one which may not have the same urgency as 
the previous one. So if an individual Member is allowed to give any number of 
Call Attention Notices, then to whom should the right of decision be given ; to 
the Members or the Speaker ? I am prepared to send for the Group Leaders to 
reconsider and discuss the whole matter. If after that decision, any Adjournment: 
or Call Attention Motion is disallowed, then it should not be discussed in the House. 
Now no more discussion on the admissibility of Call Attention Motions will be 
allowed. The whole matter will be reconsidered. _ |

and would like it to be implemented but the other Minister would not agree to it. 
I feel that in this House no Minister should speak 'in his individual capacity but on

behalf of the Ministry as a whole and it would be proper that no internal talks ¡8 
difference of opinion subsisting between them On a Certain matter should be venti- 
lated in the Housc. The decision of a Minister does not reflect his cwn individual 
decision, but that of the whole Ministry. The whole thing should be cone on the 
basis of joint responsibility, otherwise it creates confusion. When a Minister 
rises and says that he agrees with a certain proposal but a certain Secretary does not 
see eye to eye with him or a certain Minister did not countenance it, what he shculd 
tell the House, is whether it is a decision of the Government or not. It will be 
better if Government comes to the House as a Government.

time for giving replies to Questions by the Government E 


It has been observed from the requests for extension of time, 1eceived frcm 
the Ministers that the ex.ension asked for frequently exceeds fifteen days and some 
times it is for a month. According to the Rules, the reply to a questicn must be 
supplied within fifteen days. But if the extension is in excess of 15 days then it 
creates a queer position. I have now framed a Rule which will normally permit 
no extension of time and the reply, therefore must come within 15 days. If at all 
any extension is given in a particuiar case, then it will not exceed seven days. Iam 
imparting this information to the House, so that the various departments may come 
to know that they would no longer have to ask for a month's extension and wait for 
that period. Normally, an extension of time win not exceed seven days.

The hon. Members must have read the Punjab Re-organisation Act. 2 
It provides forthe continuance ofthe Punjab Legislative Assembly even though ` ` 
some areas together with their elected representatives to this Sabha have 
been taken out ofit. Asthey are already aware, the House continues even 
if some Members resign. Similarly, this House willcontinue even after some 
hon. Members have gone over to other States. Keeping this fact in view 
the Parliament has passed the Punjab Re-organisation Act, which provides 
specifically that the Speaker ofthe Punjab Legislative Assembly will 
continue to hold the office ofthe Speaker. Thisisalegalprovision made 
by the Parliament and no body can challenge it.

As to the swearing in of Members afresh,the matter was thorough- 
ly discussed andlegal opinion obtained. The conclusion zrrived at was 
that only those hon. Members would be required to be sworn in afresh 
whose constituencies , asaresult ofthis re-organisation, had undergone: 
any minor or major change. There were only three such Members and ` 
they were called upon to take the oath and they have done so.

After the question hour was over, Sardar Gurnam Singh, Leader of the 
O»position, wanted to mike a statement regarding Sant Fateh Singh's fast 
unto death. The Speaker did not permit on the ground that neiiher the Rules 
permitted such a statement being made nor was there any occasion for it. ` 


Com. Shamsher Singh Josh referred to his Adjournment Motion on this 
subject and requested the Speaker to admit it to enablethem to express their 
views on this matter. | | 


The Speaker observed that allthe motions would be taken up at the proper 
time. | | 


Com. Makhan Singh Tarsikka then started speaking in spite of being 
called to order. When he stopped S. Gurnzm Singh again insisted 
upon being given an opportunity to make a Statement. The Speaker did not 
allow this. 

. HI. Question of Privilege 


The Speaker referred to the noticeof question of Privilege sought to be 
raised by Com. Shamsher Singh Josh ““regarding breach of privilege of this 
House as a result ofthe fact that a member ofthe Legislative Councilis occupy- 
ing the seat of the Chief Minister...... ` and refused to give his consent on 
the ground that no privitege was involved because under the Constitution, a 
member ofthe other House could also be the Chief Minister or Minister. . ` 


IV. No Confidence Motion 


The Speaker informed the House that the Rules Committee in its meeting 
today had not been able to arrive at any decision regarding an «mend ment of 
Rule 65. So he would put the motion before the House as no other way 
was left to him. 


He told Com. Shamsher Singh Josh that his notice for amendment of the 
rule had been placed before the Rules Committe but it made no recommenda- 
tions. He also told Shri Balramji Dass Tandon that the Rules Committee 
had to be reconstituted because the Government had entirely changed. 


When the Speaker wanted to put the motion there was an uproar in the 
House from the Opposition benches and nothing was audible then. ` 


The Speaker however, put the motion before the House and asked the 
Members supporting it to rise in their places. Since the required number, 
namely, 35 Members did not rise, he declared that theleave had been refused. 


‘The Members of the Opposition raised shouts of ‘No, no’ and did not 
allow the business of the House to proceed further. - 


~ Atthis the Speaker adjourned the House for one hour from 3.30 p.m. to 
4.30 p.m. 


Whenthe House reassembled at 4.30 p.m., an objection was raised by the 
Members ofthe Opposition that owing to the failure ofthe Marshalto announce 
the arrival of the Speaker in the Chamber, no proper respect had been shown 
‘to the Chair and this involved a privilege of the House.

III, Statement by the Chief Minister 


The Chief Minister made a statement explaining the legal difficulties in 
amending Rule 65. He made an offer to the Onposition for holding a general 
discussion on any substantive motion under the Rules for full one dzy. 


Inthe absence of any agreement between the Government and the Opposi- 
tion, the Speaker wanted to put the next motion to the House. 


The Opposition raised shouts of *No, no* and obstructed the proceedings. 
The Speaker adjourned the House for one hour from 11.20 to 12.20 p.m. 


When the House reassembled the Opposition egain irSisted on the 
reference of the matter to the hon.  Spezker for his cecision and suggested 
a long adjournment of the House during which form-lities for amending the 
Rules be gone through and the Rule amended. | 


After some discussion in the House, the Speaker observed that since the 
Government did not agree to this proposal, he would put the Motions before 
the House for its decision . | 

Again the Opposition created an uproar and obstructed the proceedings.
